THE LOSS OF SANA. 


Almost an Overwhelming Blow to 
Turkish Supremacy in Arabia. 


SEVERAL EMIRS WHO IGHORE THE AU- 
THORITY OF THE PORTE. 


The Sultan Plunged in Anxicety—Ger- 
many’s Empress in the Orangery 
Palace at Cassel ü John Morley at 
Cambridge — Gorst’s Bombshell— For- 
eign Affairs. 


Lowpor, Sept. 22.—The news of the capture 
of Sana by the rebels in Yemen is, says a 
Constantinople dispatch, almost a stunning 
blow tothe Sultan, wo for weeks past has 
been plunged tn anxiety over the situation in 
Arabia. Western Europeans are hardly 
capable of appreciating the Sultan’s feelings 
on this subject, Dut to him the fate of Arabia 
is of more importance even than that of 
Constantinople. Should he lose control of 
the Holy Cities of the Mohammedan faith, he 
would be dtvested of all prestige and be- 
come an object of contempt and abhorrence 
tohis subjects. His anxiety regarding this 
matter is so strong that it has nearly 
ériven him insane. Sana is the key to 
Yemen, and the loss of it is an almost over- 
whelming blow to Turkish supremacy in that 
rich and fertile province and may lead to the 
joss ofall Arabia. That country now con- 
tains several Emirs whoignore the authority 
of the Porte, and if these unite against Tur- 
key the Sultan will have a difficult war on 
his hands. The Turkigh troops in Yemen 
went there without provisions or money 
with orders to live on the country. They 
“won some success at first, but, probably dis- 
heartened by thelr own condition, they ap- 
pear to have lost ground. Should Arabia be 
separated from the Porte the religious pas 
sion that would arise in such an event would, 
in the opinion of Europeans at Constantino- 
ple, imperil the life as wellas the throne of 
the Sultan. 

THE ORANGERY PALACE. 


GERMANY'’S EMPEROR IN THE ALADDIN-LIKE 
ABODE AT CASSEL— PRINCE BISMARCE. 

BERLIN, Sept. 22.—The Empress has been 
having a delightful time at Cassel, in the 
Aladdin-like abode called the Orangery Fal- 
ace. The staterooms are two large cham- 
bers, united by a spacious rotunda, with a 
canopy Over two thrones. The chief colors 
are gray, green and gold, and harmonize 
with Deautiful effect.

BRITISH TOPICS. 


JOHN WMORLEY’S SPEECH AT CAMBRIDGE— 
GORSTS’ BOMBSHELL. 

Lorpor, Sept. 22.—Mr. John Morley Geliv- 
ereda speech at Cambridge last night. He 
said that the next genera! election would be 
a straight fight between Liberals and Tories; 
there would be no dissident Liberal party. 
He disputed in detail the claims whereon the 
Conservatives would base — — to thé 
country—namely, their foreign cy, con- 
structive statesmanship and pacification of 
Ireland. The whole cost and risk of En- 
gland’s indefinite and persistent occupation 
of Egypt should be recognized. The local 


Government and free education Dills were 


merely skeleton bills. The Irish land purchase 
bill was a monument of destruction, 
rather than of constructive statesmansbip. 
The extreme safeguards and restrictions 
which he predicted would accompany the 
Irish local government bill would only pro- 
long and embitter Irish controversies in Far- 
Mament. Though he differed with the 
majority of the Newcastle Congress on the 
eight hour question, he hailed the discussion 
with hope and satisfaction, having every 
confidence inthe soundness of the ultimate 
judgment of workers seeking to improve 
their own welfare. He advocated that village 
councils manage all their local affairs before 
tackling social reforms. However, the Lib- 
erals must fulfill their home rule pledges. 
SIR JOHN GORST’S BOMBSHELL. 

Sir John Gorst has cast a bombshell into 
the Conservative camp by his utterance on 
the necessity of making popular the owner- 
ship of land. The favorite Tory remedy for 
overcrowding is emigration. While the Lib- 
erals have never come aut bold- 
ly itm favor of the division of 
thesoil among the people, and multiplica- 
tion of small owners, they have claimed that 
emigration is not the proper remedy, and 
that there was room enough in England for 
all Englishmen. Now Sir John Gorst dares 
to say what the Liberals have hinted at. The 
private parks and preserves must be cut up 
as homes for the people, and the people be 
given a chance to become owners. If Sir 
John remains in the service of the Tory Cabi- 
net, it is only because they are afraid to drop 
him. 

LORD GEORGE HAMILTON'S ADVICE. 

Lord George Hamilton, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, has written toa correspondent 
justifying the permisston given to French 
officers to inspect English defenses and arse 
nals, on the ground that it would remove the 
false impression of Engiand’s strength cre 
ated by the depreciatory tone of the English 
press. 


THE POPE AND DUELLING. 


A LETTER TO THE GERMAN AND AUSTRIAN CATH- 
OLIC CLERGYMENS. 

Rome, Sept, 22.—The Pope has sent a letter 
tothe German and Austrian Catholic clergy, 
urging them to make the strongest endeavor 
to eradicate duelling. After invoking the 
penalties pronounced dy his predecessors, 
the Pope recalls the fact that the penalties 
are directed as much against seconds and 
witnesses as against principles. He deplores 
the fact that the civil laws against duelling 
are ignored, while soldiers are compelled to 
fight duels. 

CATHOLIC DEMOCRATIC UNION. 

Tne Pope is organizing an international 
congress to be held at Freibourg in i892, to 
arange a European Catholic democratic 
union.

THE STANDARD OIL OO. 


ITS GERMAN AGENT EXPLAINS THE COMPANY'S 
FOREIGN POLICY. 

Beri, Sept. 22.—As cabled from this city 
on Sept. 19, there has been so much talk re- 
cently concerning tlre efforts of the Standard 
Oll Co. to establish a German monopoly, that 
the United States Minister, Hon. Wm. Walter 
Phelps, believing that injustice was being 
done to American interests requested the Eu- 
ropean agent of the company, Mr. Libby, to 
present to him a report ot the position of the 
Standard Ou Co. in Germany, with a view of 
communicating the truth in the mat- 
ter to Baron von Berlepsch, head of 
the Department of Commerce in Ger- 
many. This report has just been 
furnished to the United States Minister. In 
it Mr. Libby deciares that the Standard ou 
Co.’s policy is simply that of competitive 
commerce and that it is dictated and stim- 
ulated by a desire to sustain the consumption 
of American petroleum in Europe, in the 
face of active competition of other countries, 
especially that of Russia. Continuing the re- 


port says: 

„we seek to Gissourage all speculations in 
our products.[The company has no agreement 
ofany nature with the Rothschiids, Nobles 
or any combination to exact an artificial 
price. That would be in conflict with the 
history and policy of the company at home 
and abroad.

“LONG” ON CORN. 


V. White & Co. of New York Make an 
Assignment. 


THE FAILURE EXPECTED BY 
STREET FOR SOME TIME. 


WALL 


The Trouble Due to Long Speculation in 
Corn and Not in Stocks—Banker Stead- 
man Makesa Statement for the Sus- 
pended Firm-—Effect on the Chicago 
Market. 


New York, Sept. 22.—Announcement of the 
assignment and suspension of 8. v. White & 
Co. of New York and Chicago was made on 
the Stock Exchange at 10:80 o’clock this 
morning. Mr. White says the failure is due 
to long speculation in corn, and not in 
stocks. The liabilities of the firm are very 
large, but only a few hundred shares of stock 
are Outstanding on contract. The climax t 
to-day’s catastrophe has been approaching 
culmination for the last two weeks. The 
news, which has been carefully guarded, 
leaked out yesterday after the closing 
ofthe Stock Exchange. An assignment of 
the assets ofthe embarrassed firm was then 
said to have been made, but not recorded. 
The volume of business in railroad stocks 
during the last three days has diverted to 
some extent attention from speculation and 
investmentsin breadstuaffs. Members of the 
embarrassed firm have been able to conceal 
the real state oftheir actual condition with- 
out the slightest difficulty, and, so far as the 
general operators on the street are con- 
cerned, no question as to solvency has even 
been thought of. It was only after thought- 
ful consideration and a very complete review 
of the situation that it was decided to make 
an assignment for the benefit of creditors. 
There were no contracts outstanding on the 
floor of the Stock Exchange, and no excite- 
ment was caused there by the announce- 
ment. All the members of the firm were at 
the office, and when the announcement of the 
suspension was made Mr. E. C. Stedman, as 
a friend, was authorized to make the follow- 
ing statement: The cause of the trouble is 
dus wholly to the decline in corn. The house 
has been heavily long of September and Oc- 
tober corn, and the immense receipts were 
too much for it to stand. 

**DEACON’’ WHITE. 

The private fortune of 8. V. White, so long 
noted forthe success aad boldness of his 
speculative deals, is estimated at $2,000,000. 
Members of firms who were borrowing stocks 
from S. V. White & Co. received notice from 
the firm before the opening of business to- 
day to sell these shares and the market took 
the stock with scarcely atremor. Put and 
call holders who had privileges from S. V. 
White, chiefly calis, and who were short 
against their options, now find themselves in 
the predicament of having to cover. 

The failure caused but little excitement at 
the Produce Exchange for the reason that 
but few of the members were interested in 
the deal. It is stated that the failure will 
affect Chicago principally. Price of corn on 
the Produce Exchange fell 1% cents at the 
news of the failure. The liabilities will be 
very large, but Mr. Stedman says he can give 
no estimate of the amount as yet. 

The office of the firm, after the announce- 
ment of suspension, was crowded with bank- 
ers, brokers and reporters, all trying to get 
some information in regard to the failure. 
The frm, however, had no formal state- 
ment to make to any of them. It 
was noted that for some

to pour in and for some days the firm had de- 
clined to take any large deposits. Before the 
formal announcement was made it was 
known that the firm had gone under and 
commission brokers advised their customers 
to be prepared for it. This ad- 
vice started heavy liquidation and 
caused the first genuine reac- 
tion that has occurred in the 
stock market for six weeks. but Lackawanna, 
which was always considered unders. V. 
White’s influence, declined only 1 per cent. 
Fears were expressed on many sides that 
other houses would be involved, but the 
members of the suspended firm say that no 
other firm is involved withthem. The mem 
bers of the New York are S. V. White and 
Franklin Hopkins. The following illustrates 
the personal feeling in regard tothe failure: 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT IN CHICAGO. 


EFFECT OF THE FAILURE ON THE CHICAGO PRO- 
DUCE MARKET. 


Cuicaco, III., Sept. 23.—The effect of the 
tallure of 8. V. White & Co. was discounted 
in the lower figures which prevailed at the 
opening of the board here this morning, and 
subsequent trading led to advances in all the 
pits. Before business began the Secretary of 
the board gave notice that 8. V. White 4 Co. 
finding themselves unable to meet their obli- 
gations desired those who had trades with 
them to close them out under the rules. This 
announcement, though not unexpected in 
some quarters, created consternation fora 
moment, especially in the corn pits, where 
the firm held the heaviest line of open trades. 
This firm was known to be the leading 
one of the band of brokers who have 
been representing the clique in the bull deal 
which has been running in September and 
October corn for several weeks. Many 
millions of bushels of September and October 
futures have been bought by this mysterious 
syndicate, whose identity traders have in 
vain tried to discover, but whose names may 
come out as the result of to-day’s failure. 
Of course, the corn pit was the center of 
attraction, and a wild scene was en- 
acted the moment the bel tapped. 
Traders clambored over each other in their 
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in sympathy with that in corn for the deals in 
the wheat pit were soon closed out. Dec. 
which \ aes? $1.00%, opened at 99 
done, up to back to 9c and up to 
99%c, while corn was making the fluctuations 
already noticed. The firm also had 
some deals in provisions, but they 
were not numerous, and were soon closed 
out. October pork, which closed yesterday 
at 510. 7, opened at $10.25, sold down to 
$10.20, and rallied to $10.35. 

The impression onthe board seems to be 
that the effect of the failure has spent 
its force, unless other com plica- 
tions not now foreseen follow. 
The understanding here is that the firm has 
been wrong for sometime, bothin grains 
and stocks, being long ou the former and 
short on the latter and that this 
position has brought on the result already 
known. 

Manager Allen of the Chicago branch 
house, who is a relative of Deacon 8. V. 
White, could net be seen and Mr. Lester, his 
assistant, said that it was impossible to make 
any sort of a statement in regard to the 
firm’s affairs. 

The failure of S. V. White & Co. will have 
no effect in this city, nor was it entirely un- 
expected. Ever since the flurry in stocks 
that took place in November last it has 
been recognized that this firm 
was ina very precarious condition; 
at one time it was reported that an assign- 
ment had been made, but sufficient funds 
were raised to weather the storm, and for a 
time the firm was safe. All its available 
resources, however, were exhausted, and 
ever since it has been on the ragged edge. 
The house has deen a persistent bull 
in stocks, and in this direction 
has made money. it ig believed here that its 
final downfall was due to undue bullishness 
in grain. The Green Commission Co. is the 
local correspondent of 8. V. White & Co., but 
is in no way involved in the failure. 

The comparative steadiness with which 
this market stood up and absorbed the im- 
mense offerings of corn was generally re- 
marked with surprise und pleasure 
by Milmine, Bodman 
& Oo, sold 1,000,000 
bushels for the account of whom it may con- 
cern. This was assumed to mean White & 
Co., and was supposed to be corn bought on 
White’s order during the deal. The amount 
of grain wich the clique had bought for 
September and October delivery is 
unknown, but it must have been enormous, 
for the actual arrivals of corn here dally for 
the past six weeks have approximated nearly 
a half million bushels, and nearly all of this 
has been delivered on September con- 
tracts, while the forwardings have been 
nearly as large, the clique in 
this way avoiding great accumu- 
lations here. Only yesterday Counselman & 
Day, who are accredited with being the ship- 
ping agents of the clique, took vessel room 
for 600,000 bushels. What has become of the 


‘vast amount of corn thus shipped to the 


seaboard is not definitely known here. A well 
informed trader said tothe reporter some 
days ago when talking of the matter that 
he understood that arrangements had been 
made in advance by whicha large partof it 
had gone abroad, but gold and stock gossip 
report that this grain has been turned over 
to an Eastern firm, the price being 
margined down sufficiently to give the firm 
an outlook of profitinit. Much of this grain 
was bought at between & and 70 cents, 
against less than 80 cents as the price to- 
day 


One estimate of the amount of corn in- 
volved in the deal put it at 100,000,000 bushels 
and the average loss on it at l cents per 
bushel, or $1,000,000; but this of course 
is mere guess work. Certain it is, however, 
that the amount of corn brought out from the 
presumably empty cribs in the corn belt has 
been many times more than was expected. 
In the latter part of July and the 
frst part of August when this 
deal was in its earlier stages 
there was talk of a corn famine before the 
arrival of supplies from the next crop. There 
was scarcely any corn in the elevators, the 
receipts were insignificant and cash corn 
brought a marked premium. The situation 
doubtless suggested the corner which has 
just proved so disastrous. 

As far as can be learned the losses here are 
light, as local traders have fought shy of 
the deal from the beginning, confin- 
operations mostly to 
other futures than the manipulated 
ones. Occasionally they made scalping deals, 
selling or buying as the case might be when 
the chance offered and covering whenever 
a decent profit was secured. In this 
way they were enabled to nibble considera- 
ble out of the profits of the combination 
without running much risk, or involving 
themselves deeply. Commission houses also, 
with clique orders, were mindfulof past ex- 
rerience with corners and generally called 
margins on the combination very closely. 


AGENTS SUSPENDED.

CREATING A PANIC, 
THE SUSPENSION OF THE BUTLER COUNTY BANK 
AT MILLERSTOWN, PA. 


BUTLER, Pa., Sept. 22.—The Butler County 
Bank of Millerstown, owned by H. J. Hoyt, 
suspended paymenta week ago, but has not 
closed its doors. The deposits aggregate only 
$26,450, and Mr. Hoyt says that his assets 
amount to $30,000, and that if he can obtain 
assistance fora few days he will beable to 
pull through. The embarrassment is creat- 
inga panic at Millerstown, and judgments 
were entered against a number of residents 
of that village to-day. Owen Brady, a prom- 
ment ofl operator and extensive land owner, 
assigned to-day to L. M. Wise. He was a 
former stockholder of the bank and is said 
to be on Mr. Hoyt’s paper. Judgments were 
obtained against him to-day fer $20,000.

THE LAND IS YOURS, 


Fifteen Thousand Men Join the Race for 
New Homes. 


EXCITING SCENES IN THE RUSH TO THE 


SAC AND FOX RESERVATION. 


The Boomers Start at the Hour of Noon 
To-day—Ali Classes of Men in the Line 
at the Border—W1ild Scramble for Town 
Lots and Quarter Sections—Incidents 
of the Opening. 


GUTHRIE, O. T., Sept, 22.—‘*The land is 
ours. That is what every time-piece on 
the border of the lands opened to settlement 
to-day proclaimed when its hands pointed to 
the hour of noon. Simultaneous with the ar- 
rival of that hour, the home-seekers gathered 
on the border made a headlong rush over the 
line into the coveted country and on to the 
quarter sections upon which their eyes 
had been feasting, some for days 
and others for weeks and months. 

The rush was a mad one and was made so 
by the fact that the numberof housekeepers 
greatly exceeded the number of quarter sec- 
tions available for settlement. First there, 
first served’’ was the motto of every racer. 
There was room in the new lands for about 
5,000 settlers, allowing 160 acres for each. 
There were on the border waiting to claim 
the available land fully 15,000 people, so that 
there were three persons for each quarter 
section. 

It was no wonder then that the rush was a 
mad one, forin this case, aleast, the race 
was invariably to the swift. Like scenes 
have never been witnessed before, except 
when Oklahoma became the people’s two 
yearsago. The craze to become the owner of 
a part of the new lands caused a strange com- 
mingling of various elements of society. 
There was the cowboy and the more effemi- 
nate counter clerk; the gambler and the 
Preacher; the bona fide settler and the spec- 
ulator; the boot leggers and the frontier 
missionary ; the business man and the tramp; 
the man who had left his country for his 
country’s good and the man who was an 
honor to his locality; the man in his carriage 
and the man in his prairie schooner; the 
equestrian and the pedestrian—on the border 
before the hour of noon, and all intent on one 
object—the securing of a piece of land.

NEw York, Sept. 22.—A Washington special 
toa morning paper here says a scandalous 
condition of affairs exists in some of the de- 
partments of the Census Bureau. The paper 
goes on to say: 

It would be impossible to enumerate all 
the abuses perpetrated, put one or two sam- 
ples will furnish a good illustration of the 
whole.

The Remarkable Heat of the Past Few 
Days— Prospects. 

The excessive heat of the past week is 
without a parallel in the weather dureau 
records for September for the past twenty 
years. The mercury reached the 80 
deg. mark on the th, when 
the minimum temperature was W. i deg. On 
the 16th, the maximum was 982. deg.; on the 
th, 92.2 deg. ; om the 18th, 92.7 deg.; om the 
Geg.; on the ta, & deg. 
Monday it took a gentle drop 
to 89 Geg,. but this, the weather 
officials say, was due to the hary atmosphere 
that obscured the sun. The maximum for 
to-day will be about the same, due to the 
like reason. The temperature has cer- 
tainly been playing double with the 
summer tourists, who escaped a compara- 
tively cool summer at home only to find a 
tropical heat on their return to the city in the 
past few weeks. Last year the maximum 
temperature for Sept. 15 was 8 deg.; for the 
16th, 66 deg,: for the Ifta, 7% deg.; for the 
18th, S2deg.; forthe 19th, F deg.;: for the 
20th, 78 deg., and for the 2ist, 73 deg. This 
is far below the record of this year, dut it was 
nevertheless very closeto the average for 
September, which is 7% deg. The only 
year that can de called a “rival of 
this September ts 1881.

AT THE THEATERS. 


An Attractive and Varied List of Dramatic 
Attractions. 


An excellent audience gave Fanny Daven- 
port a cordial reception at the Olympic last 
evening upon her first appearance here in 
Sardou’s Oleopatra. 

The play was thoroughly analyzed and 
classified when it was presented here by Bern- 
hardt last season. It is a series of scenes, with 
gorgeous settings illustrating the arts of 
enticement and the course of lawless passion 
as exemplified in the relations ef 
and Oleopatra from the standpoint of a 
clever Frenchman. The acts are all varia- 
tions of the same theme and were written to 
give scope to the dramatic genius of a won- 
dertul artiste in depicting the varied 
fascinations, motives and emotions 
of a woman whose proper 
Gesignation we may be pardoned for 
notusing in this connection. Sardou en- 
deavored to lay bare the heart and paint the 
allurements of the superior siren and to 
show how she weaves her destructive web 
about her victim with the strong threads 
of enticing passion. 

It requires, therefore, peculiar talent and 
the infinite variety of genius to preserve the 
charm and prevent monotony. Temper- 
ament and talent must harmonize 
with the task and it must be 
confessed that Miss Davenport does not at- 
tain to the finest expression of the woman 
Sardou pictures. She is lacking in delicacy 
of alluring acts and in subtlety of expression 
which gives naturalness and spontanity to 
what may be called the fascinating diabol- 
ism of Cleopatra. She is somewhat heavy 
and shows a tendency to be theatric rather 
than genuinely intense at times. But she 
must be credited with a careful, intel- 
Ugent and for the most part effective 
treatment of the character. There are 
flashes of intensity here and there, which 
relieve the conversational monotony and 
scenic stateliness of the drama. 

Her costuming of the part differs consid- 
erably from that of Bernhardt, who merely 
aimed to suggest and to give a characteristic 
and barbaric splendor and grace to the dress 
of the Egyptian. Miss Davenport leaves 
nothing to suggest after she appears in a 
transparent veil and a jeweled girdle, 
but her costumes are exceedingly rich. 
The truth is, the frame out-dazzles the pic - 
ture. Miss Davenport has certainly given the 
Play a gorgeous setting. It is artistic and 
rich in every particular. From the entrance 
of Cleopatra upon her supero barge to the 
all of the curtain in the last act, the audience 
is treated toa series of beautiful stage pic- 
tures, and the storm scene in the fifth act has 
never been equaled in vivid and realistic 
effects of the same kind. 

The performance generally was satisfac- 
tory. Mr. Melbourne McDowell was an ideal 
Antony in physical mouln and gave a careful 
and effective impersonation of the part. 
Especial praise is due Theodore Roberts for 
his capable work as Kephron. The audience 
was enthusiastic in approval of the produc- 
tion and Miss Davenport’s work, calling the 
curtain up after nearly every actand giving 
the star several recalls.

Horace Cone Nearly Choked to Death at 
the London Theater. 


INSENSIBLE FOR SEVERAL MINUTES 
AND HIS WIFE FAINTED AWAY. 


A Sensational Stage Scene That Was Not 
onthe Billse—The Rope Slipped in the 
Execution of Jack the Ripper and 
Caught Him by the Throat— A Very 
Narrow Escape. 


The posters in front of the London Theater 
announce that Horace Cone will conclude his 
four-act drama of ‘‘Jack the Ripper’’ every 
night with the most realistic hanging scene 
ever witnessed on a stage. Mr. Cone will 
make a drop of seven feet, suspended by the 
neck. See it. A good many people passing 
by yesterday stopped to read the posters, 
and iastnight they were on hand to ‘‘see 
t, and sure enough, for once the perform- 
ance came uptothe poster announcements. 
Jackthe Ripper walked upon the scaffold 
the blackcap was drawn over his head, the 
trap was sprungand down went Jack the 
Ripper to pay the penalty of his crimes. 
He kicked and struggied and his body went 
through all the contortions and gave all the 
other evidences of an execution that are seen 
at Sheriff Staed’s genuine hangings at the 
Four Courts. The curtain was held up longer 
than usual to give the audience a good 
view of the dying culprit’s last 
struggles and when it finally 
dropped, the crowd left the theater with 
their craving for the Moodthirsty and ter- 
rible fully satisfied. 

BEHIND THE SCENES. 

Bat with the dropping of the curtain the 
enactment of another scene was begun on 
the stage, and if the execution caused: a thrill 
of horror to pass through the less hardened 
portion of the audience, the scene now made 
the executioner himself and his posse of as- 
sistants shudder at the consequences of it. 
Mr. Cone had been cut down’’ and the black 
cap removed, but the man was insensibie 
and his face was changing color. 
His wife, standing by, gave a 
shriek and fainted away and for a few 
minutes the greatest excitement and con- 
fusion prevailed. ‘‘Send fora doctor! send 
for a doctor!“ was the cry that went up from 
several throats, and two or three of the 
young ‘‘sups’’ hurried away in search of 
medical aid. Water was brought and lib- 
erally sprinkled on the faces of Mr. and Mrs. 
Cone, and one ofthe actresses had a camphor 
bottle ready as soon as she re- 
covered from the shock ofexcitement. Fans 
were also brought into requisition, and ina 
few minutes the little group of fanners, 
sprinklers and camphor administrators had 
the pleasure of seeing their efforts at resusci- 
tation crowned with success without the aid 
of a physician of the regular school. 

INTERVIEWED IN BED. 

Mr. and Mrs. Cone were visited at their 
hotel to-day by a Post-DISPATCH reporter, 
who found them both in bed, or rather Mrs. 
Cone in bed and her husband lying half 
dressed on the bed. From the photographs 
displayed of Jack the Ripper, the news- 
paperman had half expected to see a regular 
Wild West cowboy, with the regulation long 
hair and typical hat and spurs, but instead a

Let me give you a case in point, but mind 
you, Ido not say thisisa casein fact. Sup- 
pose I received froma reliable source a re- 
port that, following the dismissal of a cer- 
tain school each day, the lady teacher of that 
school was visited there by a married 
man, who remained in the school-room for 
over an hour and then escorted the lady 
teacher home. Suppose also it was reported 
to me that when some of the children re- 
turned tothe school while the teacher and 
her visitor were within, they found the 
school-room doors locked. Isn't that a case 
containing elements of grave scandal that 
Gemand investigation? Surely there should 
bea secret service fund upon which I could 
Graw for 880 or $100 to pay a detective for 
spotting that couple and finding out if they 
are guilty or not. The good name of our 
public schools demands that every teacher 
we employ should be above reproach. If 
there are any immoral among them they 
should be discovered and gotten rid of. 

As this deliberately supposed case is the 
strongest showing President MILLER can 
make of the need for detectives to shadow 
female teachers accused of scandalous 
conduct, let us examine it carefully. 

Having reliable information that a lady 
teacher is guilty of conduct with a married 
man which would be admissible evidence 
against that man asa respondent in a di- 
vorce case, neither President MILLER nor 
any other member of the School Board 
needs the services of a hired spy to convict 
her of actual immorality. He does not 
have to make a police court case against 
her. It is enough, if her imprudent be- 


school. The board member who has relia- 
ble information of her misbehavior should 
lay that information before the proper 
school authorities and give her an oppor- 
tunity to resign her position, or to appear 
before them, confront her accusers and be 
dismissed for good cause if she cannot 
show that her conduct has been misrepre- 
sented. 

The fight for place and promotion in the 
schools is fierce enough to keep an argus- 
eyed watch upon every female teacher, and 
there is no lack of envious or malicious 
tongues to report every misbehavior or im- 
prudence in deportment. No detective is 
needed to accumulate evidence against 
thoughtless but innocent women, nor is 
any detective needed to whitewash their 
reputations,as President MILLER intimates 
in his letter printed to-day in another 
column. 

When a woman’s reputation is assailed 
with specific allegations of improper or 
suspicious conduct, it requires some more

IT LOOKS ODD 


a Lady Teacher. 


With Sworn Proofs Attached, They 
Were Never Investigated. 


PRESIDENT MILLER SAYS HE HAS NO 
KNOWLEDGE OF THE CASE. 


The Papers Said to Have Been Formally 
Filed With Supt. Long—Affidavits 
That Never Saw the Light-—Some 
Strange Features of the Secret Service 
System—President Miller’s Letter—In- 
dignation Among Lady Teachers. 


The proposed establishment of a School 
Board secret service fund to be used for the 
purpose of shadowing suspected lady teachers 
of the St. Louls public schools is bringing 
about some startling revelations of School 
Board secret history. 

The publication of such a proposition, 
coming from the President of the School 
Board and the Principal of the schools, was 
the first ray of light to be thrown upon an 
apparently remarkable condition of affairs. 
It naturally caused a public sensation, of 
which the prevailing feature appears 
to be the most pronounced general 
condemnation of such a system as would be 
inaugurated dy the establishment of a paid 
secret service under thecontrol of School 
Board officers. This sentiment of condemna- 
tion centers upon President Miller and 
Supt. Long, who stand as the acknowledged 
sponsors of the secret service idea. 
Their defense of their position in the matter 
began yesterday with a letter from Supt. 
Long, and is continued to-day in the shape of 
a letter from President Miller. Both com- 
| munications are given full space in the Posr- 
| DisPatTou, which frst published the astound- 
| ing fact that those officers favoreda system 
| of secret service espionage over lady teach- 
| ers against whom reports were made. 

But the developments that have followed 
| that publication have been as remarkable as 
| was the inception of the secret service idea 
| itself. They evidently tend to show at pres- 
| ent that there h a necessity, not for secret 

service, but for the protection ofthe great 

majority of the lady teachers from the ill 
| effects of one or two apparently flagrant 
cases of charged immorality, which have ap- 
| parently never been investigated at all. It 
| is this startling feature of the affair which 
Das apparently caused whatever scandal has 
| arisen affecting the lady teachers of public 
| schools, and which, perhaps, gave to the 
| proposition of a paid detective service its 
| only possible coloring of necessity. 
efirstof these cases was mentioned in 
| yesterday’s Post-Drsratcu. It was that ofa 
| lady teacher Whose misdeeds, as Director 
Bartholdt of the School Board expressed it to 
a Post-DiSPATCH reporter, were a tradi- 
tion in the board.’’ Yet despite that fact 
and that the story was so straightly told as 
to have forced Director Bartholdt to vote 
against a proposition to promote the lady 
teacher concerned, she was subsequentiy 
promoted, and is still tn the service of the 
board as a teacher in the pubiic schools.

THY STORY OF THE INTERVIEW. 

The interview which President Miller cor- 
rects as above, was obtained, written, edited 
and published with the greatest care. 
The Post-Dispatcu realized the gravity 
of the secret service exposure 

the beginning, and was deter- 
mined that its first presentation to the pub- 
lic should be absolutely correct in every de- 
tall. It also recognized the certainty that a 
storm of indignation would follow 
the advancement ot such a propos 
tion, and the knowledge that a paid 
detective had dogged the footsteps of lady 
teachers of the public schools, and it foresaw 
that under the force of that popular indigna- 
tion the gentleman whose views caused such 
indignation, might feel inclined to take 
shelter behind a denial of the correctness ot 
the interview. To guard against this possibil- 
ity, unusual precautions were taken, as fol- 
lows: : 

The facts published were first gained dy a 
Posr-Disraren reporter from interviews 
with President Miller in which those facts 
were repeatedly stated. Not content with 
that, however, the Post-DIsPaTCH took steps 
to doubly insure the correctness of its pro- 
posed publication. Before the publication in 
the ScunpaY Post-DispaTcn, the reporter who 
had first obtained the facts was 
again sent to the President of 
the School Board, accompanied by 
a second reporter, both men having deen in 
newspaper work for years and standing high 
on the POst-DisPaTcu staf as men 
correctness in reporting could be relied upon. 
They were instructed to secure from Presi- 
dent Miller a repetition of his statements on 
the secret service proposition and the em- 
ployment of a detective on occasion to watch 
lady teachers. They did so, and upon returning 
to the Post- DrsPpaTcH office the reporter who 
bad first learned the facts was instructed to 
write the interview. When he had done so, 
his copy was handed over tothe second 
reporter with instructions to eut out every 
Statement that he had not heard made dur- 
ing the interview at which he was present. 
This was done, and the interview, thus ob- 
tained, written and edited, was published in 
the SUNDAY Post-DisPaTcs. 

LADY TEACHERS INDIGNANT. 

The publication of the views of President 
Miller and Supt. Long on the establishment 
of a secret service system in the public 
schools has, it is said, caused the deepest in- 
dignation in the ranks of the lady teachers. 
But littie else has been talked of since, and 
the feeling predominant appears to be one of 
the most pronounced protest against 
such a system. Its una voidabie 
effect, it is, stated, would — that 
it would cause in tDat estimable corps an 
undeserved and humiliating feeling that its 
members were liable, on occasions to be sub- 
jected to a secret watching, the very idea of 
which was revolting to the last degree, and 
that the bare suggestion of the necessity of 
such a system was an insult to its proposed 
objects. The feeling of indignation is re- 
ported as having gained steadily in strength 
among the lady teachers until its proportions 
are now serious in its meaning.

THE GRAND LODGE HOLDSA BRIEF SES- 
SION THIS MORNING. 


— — — 


The Accoustic Properties of Their Hall 
Found to Be Bad andthe Future Ses- 
sions Will Be Held at Addington’s 
Hall—Interesting Statistics From the 


The Supreme Grand Lodge of Odd Fellows 
reconvened at Masonic Hall at 9 o’clock this 
morning and resumed tiegisiative work. 
The proposition to adjourn in order 
to attend the competitive drills and 
games at the Fair Grounds came up for con - 
sideration, but was considered unfavorably, 
the body voting it merpedient to give over 
so much valuable time. Those members 
specially interested im the military degree 
were advised that they might remain away for 
the purpose of observing the Grills. Some took 
advantage of this, but the gathering was a 
large one, and the full seating capacity of 
the large lodge room was taxed. 

Such difficulty was experienced in hearing 
speakers, owing to imperfect acoustic prop- 
erties of the hall, that business was trans- 
acted only with the greatest difficulty. Dele- 
gatesin reporting the condition of affairs 
in their jurisdictions found that it was im- 
possible to make themselves heard. In view 
of this an unexpected adjournment was 
taken about 11:3) until$o’clock to-morrow 
morning, at which time the Sovereign Grand 
Lodge willl reconvene at Addington’s Hall, 
corner Seventeenth and Olive streets. 

It was found that every jurisdiction was 
represented save Switzeriand and Denmart. 
Reports of committees were read, but little 
work of that nature was accomplished in the 
limited time. 

Much inconvenience is experienced because 
of the non-arrival of official printed matter, 
embracing reports, etc. This matter 
has been ten days on the road 
and its present whereabouts cannot 
be traced. Three boxes of matter that had 
deen delivered into the keeping of Grand 
Secretary Sloan ot this jurisdiction had not 
yet been turned over to the Supreme Grand 
Secretary. Owing to delays the session of 
the Sovereign Grand Lodge will probably be 
protracted. 

The most vital question likely to be con- 
sidered to-morrow i the age Um- 
tation. At present majority, or 
21 years, must have deen attained before 
one may become an Odd Fellow. There has 
deen a constantly growing movement in 
favor of reducing the limit to 
18 years. The plan is in vogue in En- 
gland, and is found to work satisfactorily. In 
that jurisdiction young menofis may de- 
come Odd Fellows man auxiliary degree, at- 
taining full membership on arriving at ma- 
jority. It is considered that admitting 
young men of 18 would greatly popularize the 
order and result in augmenting the numeri- 
cal strength of Odd Fellowship. 

At the session of the Sovereign Grand Lodge 
last yearthe question was put to vote and 
failed through lack of but thirteen votes of 
the necessary three-fourths majority. Con- 
siderabdie speculation is being induiged in as 
to the fate of the proposed innova 
tion at this session. Some Odd Fel- 
lows claim that the sentiment has 
retrogressed, while the friends of the new de- 
parture are enthusiastic as ever and claim to 
have gained sufficient delegations from Mich- 
igan and New York to offset defection in 
other quarters. 

The friends of the 18-year-old limit claim 
that youths taken into Odd Fellowship at that 
early age are apt to grow up better men 
than if left outside of fraternal influences. 

The opponents claim that removing the 
limitation will impair the dignity and in- 
fluence of the order, weaken fraternal sym- 
pathy and give it over, in short, to the dom 
ination of boys. 

LIQUOR DEALERS’ ELIGIBILITY. 

The question of eligibility to membership 
of liquor dealers is also to de brought up and 
is attracting a great deal of attention.
